General Information 


Eligibility for admission 
The admission requirements for each course are out- 
lined on the following pages. 


Teachers-in-training at the Ontario Teacher Educa- 
tion College or an Ontario college, faculty, or school 
of education, and teachers who hold Letters of Stand- 
ing may apply for admission to any of the courses for 
which they are otherwise qualified. A Letter of Per- 
mission will not be accepted in lieu of a basic teach- 
ing certificate for admission to any course. 


Some courses require a certain number of years of 
successful teaching experience as a prerequisite for 
admission. Teaching experience obtained on a Letter 
of Permission will not be accepted towards the ex- 
perience requirement for any course. 


The eligibility of each applicant for Ministry credit will 
be determined by the Education Records Branch, 
Ministry of Education, Ontario, Mowat Block, Queen's 
Park, Toronto, Ontario, M7A 1L2. 


Application and Fees 

Applications for admission are to be mailed to the 
Ministry of Education, Ontario, P.O. Box 560, Postal 
Station F, 50 Charles Street East, Toronto, Ontario, 
and should be postmarked no later than May 2, 1975. 
A cheque or money order made payable to the 
Treasurer of Ontario for the required fee is to accom- 
pany each application form. 


Candidates are strongly advised to apply early. 
lf, as a result of the small number of applicants, the 
Ministry should decide not to provide a course, ap- 


plicants for admission thereto will be duly notified.

An interim receipt will not be sent to applicants, but 
receipt of the registration fee will be acknowledged 
on the letter of admission or refusal. An official receipt 
for deduction under Paragraph 60(f) of the Income 
Tax Act will be issued by the Ministry of Education, 
Ontario, between January 1 and February 29, 1976, 
to all persons who have attended a course. 


Fees must be paid by cheque or money order made 
payable to the Treasurer of Ontario and must be 
submitted with the application form. No exchange is 
necessary on cheques. If an applicant is not admit- 
ted, his fees will be refunded. 


Ex-servicemen and women of Her Majesty's Forces 
are not required to pay registration fees, but must 
submit, with their application form, documentary evi- 
dence of honourable discharge from active service. 


Advanced standing 

lf a person has previously completed related courses, 
he may send the transcripts of these courses to the 
Education Records Branch and enquire about his 
eligibility for exemption from one or more of the 
courses leading to the most advanced certificate in 
the subject area. 


Registration 

All applicants will present themselves for registration 
at 8:00 a.m. on the first day of the session at the 
places at which the courses are to be given, unless 
otherwise directed. 


In the four- and five-week courses the classes will be 
organized and the work will begin not later than the 
morning of the second day. In most of the courses, 
classes will be held the first day unless otherwise 
stated. 


Candidates for the Principals’ Course will present 
themselves for registration on the dates and at the 
times indicated by the course principal. 


Candidates for the French Conversation course 
(intensive summer course) arriving at Compton on 
July 6 will be given an opportunity to register between 
the hours of 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m. 
and 9:00 p.m. 


Attendance 

Since the courses are brief and the work concen- 
trated, regular attendance is mandatory. There is no 
provision for admitting teachers who are not prepared 
to attend regularly for the full period of the course. 


Since each summer course is a complete unit de- 
signed to occupy the full attention of candidates, it is 
not possible for a teacher to be admitted to more than 
one of the courses scheduled for the same dates. 
The one exception is in music: both a vocal and an 
instrumental music course may be taken in the same 
summer. 


Certification 
A candidate who has been admitted by the Education 
Records Branch to a course for which a certificate is 


given will be granted a Ministry credit once the official 
in charge of the course reports to the Education Re- 
cords Branch that the candidate has successfully 
completed the course. 


A teacher who holds a Letter of Standing and who 
successfully completes a course that leads to a cer- 
tificate will receive credit for the course, but his cer- 
tificate will be withheld. When he qualifies for an On- 
tario interim teaching certificate and completes any 
teaching experience that may be required, he may 
apply to the Education Records Branch for the certifi- 
cate. 


Ministry credit 

A candidate who has been admitted by the Education 
Records Branch to a course, workshop, or seminar 
for which a certificate is not given may be granted a 
Ministry credit in the form of a Letter of Attendance or 
Success once the official in charge of the course re- 
ports to the Education Records Branch that the can- 
didate has successfully completed the course, semi- 
nar, or workshop. 


If a teacher earns a certificate ‘valid in an elementary 
school (or an elementary and a secondary school) in 
which the holder is otherwise qualified to teach’, this 
certificate does not permit the teacher to teach in the 
‘field’ of the certificate (e.g., music or Special Educa- 
tion) in a school in which his basic teaching certificate 
is not valid. 


Appeals 

A candidate who does not qualify for standing in a 
course may have his case reconsidered by lodging 
an appeal in writing with the Education Records 
Branch on or before November 7, 1975. The candi- 
date must state the reasons for the appeal and en- 
close a cheque for $2.00 payable to the Treasurer of 
Ontario. The fee will be refunded to a candidate 
whose appeal is successful.

Courses/Cours 


Community-School Development 


Eligibility for admission: A certificate or Letter of 
Standing qualifying the applicant to teach in an 
elementary school in Ontario. 


Course information: This course is designed to give 
participants the opportunity to study the development 
of a community-focused curriculum and to examine 
the relationships (and their ramifications) thatcan 
exist between school and community. Consideration 
will be given to such topics as: the co-ordination of 
community resources in support of the educational 
process (work experience, organization and mainte- 
nance of community schools, extended-day prog- 
ramming); administration of a community school 
(utilization of personnel such as extended-day co- 
ordinators, community-school workers, guidance 
personnel, social workers); the development of prog- 
rams for volunteers and community resource people. 
Citizen involvement in the educational process, the 
various ways in which it can and may occur, as well 
as the implications of such activity for citizens, 
educators, and administrators will also be explored. 
Wherever possible, participatory techniques and 
self-directed learning will be employed, including field 
experience, volunteer service, community interviews, 
participant observation, and individual and small- 
group projects. Teams of staff members — including 
the principal, a counsellor, and teachers from the 
same school — are encouraged to take the course to 
ensure optimum future application. 


Certification: A teacher who successfully completes 
the course will be granted a Certificate in 
Community-School Development.

Environmental Field Studies 


Eligibility for admission: A certificate or Letter of 
Standing qualifying the applicant to teach in an 
elementary or secondary school in Ontario. 


Course information: Participants will examine effec- 
tive ways of using the community as an extension of 
the classroom. The following topics will be included: 
planning a field studies program, choice of method, 
capabilities of students in various age groupings, the 
rationale for making field studies an integral part of 
the school program. 


The course will entail both readings and lectures but 
the focus will be on field studies as an integrating and 
enriching medium for a variety of subjects. 


Each candidate will be expected to design a teaching 
unit applicable to his teaching level and to share this 
unit with other candidates. There will be opportunities 
to practise some of the creative skills used in prepar- 
ing support materials.

view of both pronunciation and vocabulary. The 
methodology classes will include a study of the aims 
of the French program, the principles of methodology, 
an introduction to linguistics, practical work with a 
variety of audio-visual devices, demonstration clas- 
ses, and practice teaching.

Environmental Studies — intermediate 


and Senior Divisions
